matter of raising sugar beets, sorg­ 
hum, soy beans, flax. etc., in this te r­ 
ritory, readin clippings from other 
localities,

ommended that the Chamber of Com­ 
merce arbitration committee work in 
conjunction with the local courts in 
settling small claims without in c u r ­ 
ring expense to either the court or 
the claimant.

Records Also 
Contain 400,000 
Cubic 
Feet of Paper, Requiring Ten Acres 


of Space for Their Accommodation 
— Cost Less Than Appropriation.

W ashington.—'Th** records of tho 4,- 
<*4n local boards that served under th** 
selective draft law during tin* world 
war, as well tis the records of the loo 
district hoards, 1,310 medical hoards, 
and 4h stat** headquarter* have finally 
been assembled here. 
These records 
relate to 24,000,(Mio men. 
Email ll. 
* rouder, who served a* provost mar­ 
shal general (luring th** war, and ad­ 
ministered th** selective draft net, said 
In 
commenting 
on 
these 
records; 
“Never In th** history of this or any 
other nation Inis a more valuable ami 
comprehensive accumulation of Hat ti 
been assemble*! upon the physical, ♦*<•*, 
burnie, Industrial nnd racial condition 
of a people. 
It contains the first ami 
only record of th** man power of this 
nation. 
It will he of untold vain** to 
the physician, (tie economist, th** so ­ 
ciologist ami tho historian for many 
decades. 
It Is not only worthy of 
preservation, lait tills generation owes 
It to posterity that it be preserved.” 
It was necessary, bef or** assembling 
all th**"** records, to bring about a uni­ 
form system of filing them In order to 
avert <*«*rt n I ii 
confusion when 
they 
were finally gathered en masse. When 
It Is considered that these records, a* 
assembled, made nj* a file **f cases 
which, if placed end to end, would 
make a line 50 miles long, and con­ 
tained a volume of 400,IMM) cubic feet 
of [taper, requiring approximately ten 
acres of floor space for their accom­ 
modation. the magnitude of th** task 
that confronted the department when 
I! began their assembling can well he 
envisioned. 


Represents Tremendous Task. 
If was not only att Important task 
ami a tremendous one, hut it was ap­ 
proached under conditions flint <11*1 
bot augur well for Its success, 
For 
tunny months th** members of the se­ 
lective service organization bad devot­ 
ed themselves unsparingly to tin* ex­ 
ecution of duties. 
That service had 
been unselfish, hut It had been exert­ 
ed lintier the stress and excitement of 
a cull that would Irrook rn* delay. The 
stimulus of war had been there. 
But 
now those same men. weary from the 
strain of many months of service, sud- 
dinly relieved from th** tension of tin* 
war, were aguilt called U|M*n, In time 
of pence, to perform a tusk that was 
rn* less onerous than that wliich they 
had so patriotically assumed in th** 
nation’s hour of peril.
